OTTAWA, Aug. 6.— ‘he Govern- 
ment is continuing to deal with de- 
tails of all kinds in connection with 
tha sending of the contingent, the 
coast defences and other matters.

manoeuvre had been an artifice, pour- 
ed a deadly artillery fire on the Ger- 
mans. Caught. in a trap the invaders 
fought fiercely, but almost the entire 
force was annihilated. The Belgians 
captured 27 field pieces in the rout 
of the Germans. The invading forces 
lost the temporary advantage of 
position they bad gained in two days’ 
fighting. rm 
An all night-artillery bombardment 
from the mortar batteries was kept 
up inflicting much damage to the 
forts. The entire front is covered 
witb German dead and wounded, but 
accurate estimates’ of the German 
losses are as yet impossible. 

Not a single fort has fallen into the 
bands of the Germans. 

Six Germans, pretending to be Eng- 
lish, made their way to the gover- 
nor’s palace. They were killed. 

Several German howitzers have 
been placed in position near Huy, and 
large German forces are lying in wait 
on the.other side of the frontier. 

An attack on the village of Cor 
nesse was repulsed by the Belgians. 

The excitement in Brussels since 
the arrival of the wounded, has in- 
creased, if such is posaible. There 
is much optimism, however, concern- 
ing the military situation, The events 
before Liege are considered as mere- 
ly the ralsing of the curtain, and 
that Belgium may once more be the 
country «here the destinies of Eu- 
rope will be decided.

It is a sophistry the futility 
of which is equalled only by its selfishness. | 

The very magnitude of this dreaded general) 
war in Europe goes far to create this reductio 
ad absurdum. At its fullest sweep it embroils 
over 200,000,000 people, congested in a small 
area of the world’s greatest surface, that constl- 
tutes the world’s greatest reservoir of capital and 
arsenal of productive enterprise—ships, in part- 
ticular—aswell as treasure-house of past glor- 

’ fes of civilization. The prostrating disturbance 
of all markets and of such indispensable media 
of international business as foreign exchange, 
as already wrought by mere apprelenson of the 
grand melee, hints faintly what would be the de- 
rangement under full hostilities. 

The rest of the world would be too nearly 
in the position of a beheaded organism to reap 
much meanwhile to its selfish advantage. It 
would primarily find itself paralyzed or lacking 

- all the equipment, financial and physical, with 

which to compass this. We, ourselves, for ex- 
ample, might vainly pile up on our wharves the 
raw commodities for which we hoped fabulous 
prices from the necessitous combatants, or the 
manufactures for which we expected now easy 
export markets in other continents; but there 
~ -would’n’t be money to pay for them, or adequate 
~ jeans to transport it all across the oceans ter- 
rorzed by battle fleets. |

ROME, Aug. 18.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the newspaper 
Messaggero, which usually fg a well- 
informed organ, telegrapbs that there 
are symptoms of a general insurrec- 
tion In Prussian Poland.

Among the alleged acta committed 
by German soldiers was the burning 
of the village of Linsneau on the 
night of Aug. 10 and the beating 
with the butts of guns of eleven men, 
all of whom died. The pretext given 
was that civilians had killed a Ger- 
man officer, but Investigation by the 
military authorities, according to the 
statement established that this man 
had been killed in battle by Belgian 
soldiers, 


Germans Issue Drastic Order. 

PARIS, Aug. 25.—A correspondent

BRITISH FORCE 1S STEADY 








—Will Resume Offensive. 


PARIS, Aug, 25—The French War 
Office issued. the following announce- 
ment last night: — : j 
+o “The French and British, the plan 
of attack having failed owing to un- 
foreseen. ties, have retired on 
ths covering positions.” 

‘"Weat of the Meuse the British 
army on our left was attacked by the 
Germans, but ‘behaved admirably, 
holding its ground with traditional 
steadfastness, 

. “The French assumed the offensive 

with two army corps. An African bri- 
gade in the front Ine, carried away 
by their eagerness, were received by 
& murderous fire. They did not give 
an inch, but counter-attacked by the 
Prussian guard they were obliged to 
retire, only, however, after inflicting 
enormous losses. The Prussian guard 
especially suffered heavily. 

“East of the Meuse our troops: ad- 
vanced across an extremely dificult 
country and made a vigorous attack 
when they emerged from the woods, 
but were obliged to fall back after a 
stiff ight south of the River Semoils. 

“On order of Gen. Joffre, our troops 
and the British troops withdrew to 
the covering positions. Our troops 
are intact; our cavalry has in no way 
suffered, and our artillery bas affrm- 
ed {ts superiority. Our officers and 
soldiers are in the best of condition, 
morally and physically, 

“As a result of the ordera which 
have been isaued, the aspect of the 
struggle will change for a few days. 
The French army will remain for a 
time on the defensive, but at the right 
moment, to be decided upon by the 
commander-in-chief, it will resume a 
vigorous offensive, 

“Our losses are heavy. It would be 
premature to enumerate them. It 
would be equally so to enumerate 
thuse of the Germans, who suffered so 
heavily that they were obliged to 
abandon thelr counter attacks and es- 
tablish themselves in a fresh position 
in Lorraine, 

“We delivered four attacks Sunday 
from our position north of Nancy, In- 
filcting very heavy loss on the enemy. 

*“In regard to the general situa- 
tion, we have the full use of our rail- 
{roads and retain command of the 
seas. Our operations have enabled 
the Russians to come into action and 
penetrate tho heart of west Prussia. 
: It ls to be regretted that the offensive 
‘operations planned falled to achieve 
j thelr purpose as a result of difMfcul- 
tles Impoasible to forsee, It would 
i bave shortened the war, but our de- 
{feasces remain fntact in the presence 
)of an already weakened enemy. 
“Every Frenchman wili deplore 
‘the temporary abandonment of por- 
| tions of Alsace and Lorraine, which 
lwe had occupied and certaln parts 
of the national territory will suffer 
from events of which they will be 
; the theatre. 

“The ordeal Is inevitable, but tem- 
porary. Thus detachments of Ger- 
man cavalry belonging to an unat- 
tached division operating on the ex- 
treme right have penetrated to Rou- 
boix, slx miles north of Lille, and 
the Tourcoing district, which are dé- 
fended only by territorial reservists. 

“Our valiant people will khow how 
'to find courage to support this trial, 
| with unfailing faith In final success, 
| which is not to be doubted. In tell- 
ing to the country the whole truth, 
the Government and military authori- 
tlea give it the strongest proof of 
, thelr absolute confidence tn victory, 

which depends only on our persever- 
ance and tenacity.” 

Tho military situation was discusa- 
od at a special meeting of the Cabinet 
at Elysce Palace lest night, prealded 
over by President Poincare. The de- 

, Uberations lasted three hours. 
First Namur Defences Taken. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—It was official- 
ly stated by the war press bureau yes- 
terday afternoon that the British 
trcops were dofeated In the great bat- 
tle which hag been raging for three 
Gays in Belgium along a front of 100 
miles, extending from Mons to the 
Luxemburg border, The British 
forces fought till It was too dark to 
see Sunday near Mons, Lolding their 
ground. The first line of defence at 
Namur was taken, causing the retire- 
ment of a portion of the Dritish force 
from the line of operations on the 
Sambre. ; 

In addition, the German troops, as 
an offset to the attack of the allled 
armics at Mons, invaded French ter- 
ritory in great numbors, capturing 
Luneville, where 150 guns were solz- 

ed; Amance and Dieuloard. 

An unconfirmed report from Paris 
says that Nancy, the capital of the 
Department of Meur:he-et-Mosello, o 
city of 103,000 inhabitants, has fallen 
into the hands of the Germans, At 
all events, {t was known earlior that 
an attack waa being made on the 
etty.

But such a more on the part of 
the British only needs to be describ- 
ed to be dismissed. Admiral Jellicoe 
will not divide his fieet so as to give 
the Germans an even chance of 
worsting one section of it and more 
than a chance of slipping past the 
British Hnes one or two fast cruisers 
which could terrorize British ship-; 
ping until their coal ran short. No 
advantage in the Baltic could be 
worth such a risk. On the other 
hand, with the present possibilities 
of patrol and blockade, the British 
fleet can probebly keep the Germans 
effectively bottled up, the British 
dreadnoughts being summoned by 
thelr scouts whenever the Germans 
threaten to come out. This apparent- 
ly means.a protracted stalemate with 
the Germans occasionally making 
sorties in the hope of Infifcting in- 
jury on @ section of the British fleet, 
but withdrawing before superior 
force and not risking a general en- 
gagement. This was the situation at 
Port Arthur between Russian and 
Japanese until the fortress was 
threatened by land. In short, it ts 
likely to be. a long campaign of 
harassments, the Germans hoping 
that by mines and torpedoes they 
can pick off a British dreadnought 
now and then. 

If the war on land should be long 
drawn out, and Germany should find 
herself slowly worn down through 
lack of oversea communication and 
the means of obtaining supplies, the 
Kaiser's deet might be driven at the 
British. in the desperate hope that 
superior gunnery and handling might 
overcome the British‘ superiority of 
weight and numbers. The third sita- 
ation which might force the Germans 
out is the possibility of the Kiel canal 
being captured by a Jand attack. We 
may wait long for the “big” naval 
battle that in reality must be a gen- 
eral engagement between the fleets 
and not a mere ckirmish.

BELGIAN WOUNDED AT FOLKESTONE. 

FOLKESTONE, via London, August 28—A number of Bel- 
glan wounded from Namur have arrived here, but it Is difficult 
to get any connected account of the fight there. They state that 
the Germans bombarded continuously from Friday till Sunday 
and they believe It was the superiority in long ragne of the Ger- 
man guns which gave them the victory. 

On Saturday a German shell exploded in Marchovelette fort 
and put the laregst gun and one six-inch gun out of action. Two 
hundred Belgian soldiers while tryIng to escape, were practically 
annihilated by German shrapnel and machine guns. 

On Sunday ammunition began to run short in some of the 
forts and more ammunition was sent for but the town fell at mid- 
day Sunday before the ammunition arrived. The Belgian sol- 
diers made splendid retirement which wa covered by the French 
troops. 


- 60,000 GERMANS KILLED AROUND CHARLEROI. 

PARIS, August 28.—An officer who returned here, wounded, 
after participateing In the fighting around Charlerof, declares 
that In the three days’ fighting there the Germans lost fully 60,000 
In killed and wounded. He claims that the German artillery was 
not well served while the firing of the French was deadly and ac- 
curate. At many places he says the piles of dead were so high 
that they had to be moved to permit the guns to return the range.

WOMAK'S RIGHTS, 


Quakers on the Historical Position of 
Women In Society. 

At the annual meeting in England 
of the Soclety of Friends, the other 
day, it was decided to issue a state- 
ment on the historical position of 
women in the society. 

This statement, which is the 
sult of prolonged consideration oy 
the standing committee of the s0- 
clety, expressly excludes any .judg- 
ment on the Lege of the Partia- 
mentary franchise. Its object is to 
embody a testimony, based on the 
experience of two hundred and sixty 
years of Quakerism, of the essential 
spiritual equality of men and wo- 
men. 

After dwelling on the historical 
evidences of the equality of man 
and woman throughout the history 
of the Society of Friends, the declar- 
ation is made that “In the home, 
In the Church, in the wider sphere 
of public life, the service rendered 
by women is recognized as having 
been of priceless worth; it {s unt- 
versally felt among us that, had 
thelr activities been fettered by arti- 

ficial limitations, the loss to them- 
selves and to the community would 
have been incalculable.” 

“Our experience,” is added, 
“leads us to believe that the place 
of woman in the life of the world 
fs a larger one than has generally 
deen allowed. Women are see 
in various ways to find their true 
sphere, and to make their distinctive 
contributions for the uplift of hu- 
manity. At the same time, many 
are fettered, and feel that they are 
denied the opportunity they seek. 
How can this opportunity be given? 
What is needed that all right 
thinking men and women should 
earnestly strive to discover the will 
of God In relation to this supremely 
important ssst6.””

“The British army did. not hesl- 
tate, but threw {ts whole strength 
against the forces, which had great 
numerical superiority, In so doing it 
contributed in a most effective man- 
ner to securing the left wing of the 


och army, 

“It exhibited in this task devotion, 
energy and perseverance, to which I 
must now pay my tribute—qualities 
which will be shown again to-mor- 
row and make certaln- the triumph 
of our common cause, The French 
army will never forget the services 
rendered {t. Our army Is inspired 
with the same spirit of sacrifice and 
determination to conquer which ani- 
mates the British forces, and will 
make good to them Its debt of grati- 
tude In the battles of the near fu- 
ture.” 

Fighting In the Vosges District. 

PARIS, Aug. 28.—The following 
oficial bulletin was issued by the War 
Office fate fast night:— 

“In the Vosges district our troops 
to-day resumed the offensive, and 
drove back the Germans, who yester- 
day had forced them to retire on the 
Saint Die side. 

“The Germans yesterday bombard- 
ed Saint Die, which is an ‘unfortifed 
town. 

“In the region between the Vosges 
and Nancy our offensive movement 
has continaed uninterruptedly for 
five days. The German losses have 
been considerable—2,500 bodies were 
found on a front of three kilometres 
southeast of Nancy, and 4,500 bodies 
on a front of four kilometres in the 
region of Vitrimont. ; 

“Longwy, a very old fortress, the 
garrison of which consisted of only 
one battalion, which had been bom- 
barded since Aug. 3, capitulated to- 
day after holding out for over twen- 
ty-four days. Moro than half the 
garrison was killed or wounded. Lt.- 
Col. Darche, Governor of Longwy, 
ba» been nominated an officer of the 
Legion of Honor for ‘herole conduct 
in the defence of Longwy.’ 

“On the Meuse our troops have re- 
pulsed with great vigor sovera} Ger- 
man, attacks, A German flag was 
taken. 

“The Belgian field army attached 
to Namur and a French regiment 
which supportéd it have jolned our 
lines. 

“In the north the British have at- 
tacked forces greatly superior in 
number, and were obliged, after dril- 
Mant action, to withdraw a little In 
the rear on thelr right. 

“Our armies maintained their posi- 
tions in Belgium. The army of Ant- 
werp, by its offensive, has drawn off 
and held before it several German 
divisions,” 

An official statement Issued in the 
afternoon sald:— 

“The events of yesterday in the re- 
gion of the north: have neither Im- 
perilled nor modified the arrange- 
ments made in view of the future de- 
velopment of operations in the region 
between Vosges and Nancy. 

“Our troops continue to progress.” 

Next Stand at Arras. 

PARIS, Aug. 28. — French and 
British forces in great numbers are 
concentrated at Arras, chosen as the 
beat strategic point at which to halt 
the German advance. It Is situated on 
the Scarpe river, about 26 miles 
southwest of Lille. 


.Italy Against War 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—A Times’ de- 
spatch from Rome declares that 
great pressure is. being - brought to 
bear on Italy by Germany and Aus- 
trig to Jolin in the war with both 
countries, making her alluring prom-

Electrical raines take longer to pre- 
pare and lay out. They are usually 
arranged on two systems—“obser- 
vation" and “circult-closer." The first 
depends on two careful observations 
made by the shore operator, one of 
the exact mine positions, the other 
of the track of hostile ships passing 
over the t.eld. The position Is then 
charted on a map, and the truck of 
ships crossing the mine fleld is elso 
plotted. When the track is seen to 
be crossing the mines the switch ts 
closed and the mines sprung. 

These mines are arranged in lines 
of two, all mines In a line belng fired 
together. They are either moored on 
the bottom or at sufficient depth to 
be harmless to friendly irafiic. 

In the “Circuft-closer” or “C. 
system, each mine contains a small 
plece of apparatus which Is set in 
motion by a blow froin a vessel. Such 
an impact completes an electrical cir- 
cult through which the mine can be 
fired. If it is not wished to fire, the 
the “C. CC." 1s automatically restored 
to its ordinary condition, by a spring. 
These mines are near the surface 
and are used in side-channels, whictt 
it is {intended to close entirely. They 
are also used to reduce the width of 
navigable channels.

Seen at a distance the famous rock 
of Gibraltar that rises out of a sandy 
plain at the extreme southern point 
of Spain 1s not as imposing as one 
who has recently read about fit migut 
expect, but on nearer view It appears 
to be what It is, an impregnable fort- 
ress. 
The highest point of the rock is 
1,439° fect above sea level. It is three 
miles long and about three-fourths of 
a mile wide. Natural and artificial 
caverns and tunnels run through it 
in every direction. Little 1s known 
to the outside world concerning these 
underground galleries, but they are 
sald to be tler upon ter and many 
miles in extent. In the Interior of 
the mountain are many chambera filled 
with ammunition and war supplies. 
Bristling on all sides, extending from 
almost the bottom level to the top 
are hidden batteries of artillery, each 
equipped with guns said to be capable 
of commanding the strait of Gibral- 
tar, which forms the westero entrance 
to the Mediterranean. The strait 
ranges in width from 15 to 20 miles, 
and it is claimed that these guns 
could disable any war vessel of an 
enemy trying to make the passage. 

The garrison ordinarily comprises 
about 7,000 British troops—1,600 ar 
tillerymen and the remainder Infantry. 
It is sald that there are enough food 
supplies in protected warehouses to 
withstand a siege of seven years.

TURKEY NEXT? 


Declaration of War Against Greece 
Expected Any Day. 

LONDON, Aug. 31. — The Daily 
Telegraph's diplomatic correspon- 
dent, in an article printed to-day,

“Turkey may declare -war at any 
moment.
